MINING CLAIMS. 


W. Pearce, superintendent of mines, 
arrived ou Monday’s train to investi- 
gate the subject of mining claims on 
the Saskatchewan. On “Tuesday after- 
noon in the land office as announced, 
he met a number of miders and others 
to the number of about forty, to hear 
the views of the several river mining 
interests.” 


Mr. Pearce made a short statement 
of the action of the government in 
suspending eutries pending the issue of 
new regulations, and of the action of 
the several dredge wen, whose demands, 
objections and counter demanis had 
brought the matter prominently to the 
notice of the government. 


Fred Jenner, dredge owner, stated 
on behalf of himself and other local 
dredgemen, that they had been working 
en the river for some years. - That 
they had not found it desirable to take 
advantaye of the provisions of thé min- 
ing regulations to secure permanent 
claims. That they did not wish to ex- 


clude anyone from werking in. the 
stretch of the river where they had 


been working, and that they did not 
wish to be excluded by others as they 
woulé be if an unlimited number of 
claims as provided under sub-section (c) 
of the regulations were allowed to be 
taken up. 

Mr, Sheppard, speaking an behalf 
of the Omaha parties whose entry of 
of claims had been the cause of the pro- 


test by Messrs. Jenner and Brindley said | 


thet they were not present as they had 
been granted cll they asked, and had 
no further interest in the matter. They 
were satisfied with the 
the stood, aud believed that if they re 
mained as they were cther capitalists 
would come in to work the river. 

T.W.Chalmers, in reply to a question 
by Mr. Pearce, said he understood that 
the Lovering-Kelly company intended 
to work the bar as well as the bank, 
and wanted the whole of the ten acre 
mining claim allowed by the regula- 
tions, whether on flat or bar. 


A. C. Rutherford also understood 
that the Lovering Kelly company want- 
ec both bar and flat as included in 
their claims, 

In a conversational way it was de- 
veloped that the local dredgemen had 
asked that about eighteen miles of the 
river be reserved from special entry, 


but they had finally agreed to accept | 


the reservation from special entry of 
bars within that distance aggregating 
about fourand a half miles of one bank 
of the river. The Lovering-Kelly com- 
pany had now made exclusive entry 
for § ten acre cleims, and were likely 
to avail themselves of the privilege of 


at least five more as allowed by the de- | 


partment, al! within the stretch of 


river at first asked by the local men 


to be reserved from exclusive entry. 

Geo. Purches asked 
limited number of exclusive entries 
were not granted when men wanted 
them. 

Mr. Pearce replied that it might be

Grizzley mining 
had been said to be playing out, 
but from 300 to 500 men had been 
working at it Jast year and had taken 
cut $50,000. 1t was a very import- 
ant industry and the miners employed 
should be protected. They would be 
glad to see capital encouraged to come 
in and develop the river. He believed 
in making the amount of greund that 
the individual or company was capable 
of working the basis of the amount 
which he should be protected in hold- 
ing. For Mr. Pearce’s information he 
said he was now drifting, following the 
pay bar under the Miner’s flat. The 
pay dirt was about 34 feet thick, one 
foot was above low water level, two 
and a half feet below. The average 
Wages on the river he thought was 
about $1.00 tc $1.25 aday and $2.00 
to good men. He had a homestead 
and considered the privilege of work- 
ing on the river a boon to settlers.

Mr. Sheppard said that tea acre claims 
were not too large fora man whe wanted 
to register even if they did cover the hed 
of the stream, but, they might be too large 
| for the man who did not waut to register. 


A. E. Potter said that no one here was in 
a position to work benci claims. He 
thought that to withdraw the present regu- 
lations was to discriminate against capitul- 
ists. Claims must be allowed large enough 
to warrant and encourage the investment of 
capital. One claim was not sutfficent for 
one expensive machine. 


Mr. Weeks asked about working occupi- 
pied lands. 

Mr. Pearce informed him that the miner 
could take aclaim on occupied lands, but 
must settle with the owner for the surface 
rights, 


Mr. Sheppard said that he was not repre- 
senting the Omaha people but there were 
certein misapprehensions regarding them 
and their enterprise.

Isaac Cowie said that the miners had been 
going it blind as to the saving of the gold 
as the government had been going it blind 
reyarding regulations He suggested that 
the government should institute tests of 
the value of the geld bearing gravel of the 
Saskatchewan and of the most econ- 
omic methods of working. Large companies 
should be given every encouragement pro- 
vided they did not interfere with the 
settlers, 

F. Oliver, M. P., said that there did not 
seein to be any dispute as to what the regu- 
lations Shou!d be. All parties declared that 
all they wanted was the right to as much 
ground as they could work, and disclaimed 
any desire to cut out other people. It 

| would be for the government to provide 
such regulations as would carry out that 
idea as expressed by Mr. Coe, as the present 
regulations evidently did not in the opinion 
of the actual miuers present. 


J. H. McDonald thought the existing 
regulations should be acted on until new 
ones were issued.

CROW’S NEST PASS. 


A large and enthusiastic meeting of 
citizens of Calgary was held in the 
Alexander hall on March the 2nd, to 
consider the question of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass railway. P. McCarthy Q. 
C., spoke at some length. He said the 
people who had condemned the conser- 
vative government for its railroad 
policy, would be just as ready to con- 
demn the liberal government for a 
similar policy. Was this road going to 
be tied up for the C. P. R., or would 
the government build the road and 


refund of.

that the C. P. R. should heve 
the support of the Dominion govern- 
ment ee eevizock the road, and had 
asked for $20,000 per mile and a bonus 
of $5,000 per mile, in all $25,000 of 
which the interest was to be guaran- 
teed by the government. The pass 
was an easy one to build through. 
Why not, if necessary, add a few thou- 
sand more, and build and control the 
road themselves. Mr. Blair had said 
at Calgary thet the govermnent should 
build and control the road, but he (the 
speaker) was led to believe from the 
telegrams which had appeared in the 
daily papers that a majority of the 
government proposed to make a con- 
tract withthe C. P. R. Fortunately, 
there was no power to close the con- 
tract until parliament met, and meat. 
ings sich as this must undoubtedly 
have some effect on the government 
The Legislature could not ignore the 
action of the meetings which were be- 
ing held from ocean to ocean, and pub- 
iic opinion might be brought to bear 
soas to help Mr. Blair to build the 
road himself. He begged to provose 
the following resolution : 

‘“‘Whereas assurances have been 
given by responsible members of the 
Dominion government that the con- 
struction of a railway through the 
Crow’s Nest Pass will be encouraged 
and supported by the said government 
in order to give to the people of Can- 
ada acess to and the benefits from the 
valuable mineral lands of British Col 
umbia.” 

“snd whereas we, the citizens of 
Calgary, having for years experienced 
the excessive freight and passenger 
rates of the Canadian Pacific railway. 

“And whereas we are of the opinion 
that by the government of the Domin- 
ion constructing the said railway and 
keeping within their own control the 
running powers of all railways over the 
same as well as the freight and passen- 
ger rates they will receive sufficient 
returns to repay all interest on con- 
struction account and outlay for repaira 
in connection with the road.” 


“Therefore be it: resolved that the 
Dominion government be respectfully 
requested to construct the said road as 
a government road. James Muir Q. 
C., seconded the resolution and 1t was 
put to the meeting and carried unani- 
mously.”
